HEREAS, an A of Aſſembly, paſs'd at Annapolis, at a Seſſion of 

V Aſſembly held there the Eleventh Day of 7uh, in the Year of our 


Lord, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Thirty Two, intituled, An Act, 


for Raiſing a Duty of Three Pence per Hogſhead on all Tobacco exported out of 


this Province, for the Uſes therein mentioned, which ſaid Act was continued b 
another Act, made at a Seſſion of Aſſembly, held at Aunapolis, the Thir- 
teenth Day of March, in the Year of our Lord, Seventeen Hundred and 
Thirty Two, intituled, An Act, to continue au Act, for Raiſing a Dity of Three 
Pence per Hog ſhead on all Tobacco exported out of this Province, for the Uſes 
therein mentioned, And whereas, this preſent General Aſſembly, as well to 
teſtify their Affection and Regard for his Excellency Samuel Ogle, Eſq; our 
Governor, as our Gratitude, for his juſt Adminiſtration during his Government, 
and deſirous to encourage Learning, are willing that it may be enacted ; 


AND BE IT ENACTED, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprie- 
tary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Loraſhip's Governor, and the 
Ufer and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That the 


ſaid firſt mentioned AQ, ſhall continue from the Twenty Ninth Day of Ser- 


tember, Seventeen Hundred and Thirty Six, until the Twenty Ninth Day of 
September, which ſhall be in the Year of our Lord, Seventeen Hundred and 
Thirty Nine.

A Supplementary ACT, to the AR, intituled, An AF, for 
Emitting and Making Current, Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current 
Money of Maryland, i Bills of Credit; and to Reſtrain ſome 
evil Practices of Sheriffs, under Colour of the ſaid Act, committed. 


HEREAS, by the ſaid AQ, intituled, An Act, for Emitting and 
Making Current, Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current Money of Maryland, 
in Bills of Credit, amongſt other Things, I is Enatled, That the ſaid Bills of 
Credit ſhould paſs in Paiment, Satisfaction, and Diſcharge of all Contracts to 
be made, from and aſter the Publication ot the ſaid Act, within this Province, 
for Current Money; and that all, or any of the Inhabitants of this Province, 
might and were, by the {aid Act, enabled to diſcharge all Levies, (the Forty 
per Poll, and all Tobacco directed by any Act of Aſſembly of this Province, 
to be levied and applicd to the Building and Repairing any Church or Church- 
es therein excepted,) in the ſaid Bills of Credit, or Gold, or Silver: And 
that all Bounties, Rewards, and Allowances, given and allowed by any A& 
of Aſſembly of this Province, in Tobacco; and alſo, all Fines, Forteitures, 
and Penalties, ſettled and eſtabliſhed in Tobacco, by any Law of this Pro- 
vince, ſhould and might be paid, ſatisfied, and diſcharged, in the ſaid Bills 
of Credit, or Gold, or Silver, rating Tobacco at 'Ten Shillings 125 Hundred, 
and in Proportion for a leſſer Quantity, with Proviſo, that no Perſon ſhould 
be obliged to pay the ſaid Bills of Credit, or Gold, or Silver, in Lieu of To- 
bacco ; but that every ſuch Perſon ſhould be at Liberty to pay Tobacco for 
the ſaid Levies and Penalties, as if this Act had never been made. And 
whereas, by the ſaid AR, another Proviſion was made; % wit, That ever 

Perſon who ſhould not tender or pay ſuch Bills of Credit, or Gold, or Silver, by

the Tenth Day of April, Yearly, during the Continuance of that Act, ſhould . 
be obliged to pay all Levies in Tobacco, as if the ſaid Act had never been |; j 
made. And whereas, ſeveral the good People of this Province, liable to pay it | 
the Public and County Levies, have alſo Allowances made them from the 11 
Public or County, by Laws now in Being, ſor certain Services to the Coun- lit | 
try; and moſt juſtly conclude, that the ſeveral Sheriffs ſhould and. ought to 

diſcount with them, at Ten Shillings per Hundred, for ſo much Tobacco as 14} 
they are allowed in their Hands, or ſv much as will diſcharge that Part of | | 
their Levy, as is by the ſaid Act liable to be paid in Money, at the Rate of bt 
Ten Shillings per Hundred, be it before or after the Tenth of April, Yearly ; | 
yet ſo it is, that the ſaid Sheriffs inſiſt, and do pay ſeveral of the Inhabitants 4 
their whole Allowances, at Ten Shillings Current Money per Hundred, and 
at the ſame Time demand, and actually have from them, either the whole of | 
the Tobacco they ſtand charged with, for Public or County Levies, or from [ 
Sixteen Shillings and Eight Pence per Hundred, to Twenty Five Shillings per 
Hundred : Therefore, which Practice, if ſuffered, muſt greatly tend to the 
Ruin and Impoyeriſhment of many the good People of this Province, and to 
the great Diſcredit of the ſaid Current Money: For Remedy whereof, it is it

An ACT, for Building a Public Goal, in Annapolis. 


| HEREAS, it is neceſſary to build a Public Goal, in the City of 
Annapolis, with ſuch Conveniences as may render Confinement leſs 
grie vous, as well as ſecure Priſoners : 


BEIT THEREFORE ENACTED, by the Right Honourable the 
Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Lordſbips Gover- 
nor, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, 
That the Honourable Col. Charles Hammond, of the Upper Houſe, Mr, 
Philip Hammond, Mr. Vachel Denton, Daniel Dulany, Eſq; and Mr. Rich- 
ard Warfield, or the Major part of them, ſhall be Commiſſioners ; and are 
authoriſed and impowered, by Virtue of this Act, to purchaſe, for the Uſe 
of the Public, a convenient Piece of Ground, within the City of Annapolis, 
whereon to build a Public Goal; and to agree for Materials, and with Work- 
men, to complete and finiſh the ſaid Priſon; which Priſon, when fo built and 
finiſhed, ſhall, by the ſaid Commiſhoners, be put into the Poſſeſſion and Cuſ- 
tody of the Sheriff of Aune- Arundel County, for the Time being; and fo ſhall 
remain and continue, in the Cuſtody and Poſſeſſion of ſuch Sheriff, and his Suc- 
ceſſors. 5 


PROVIDED ALV ATS, That it ſhall and may be lawful, for the Pro- 
vincial Court, to commit any Perſons for Debt, or for any other Cauſe whatſo- 
ever, to the Cuſtody of the ſaid Sheriff of Anne- Arundel County; to be by him, 
in the ſaid Priſon detained, according to ſuch Commitment; or to be remand- 
ed to any other Priſon, as the Law or the Nature of the Caſe, may require. 


PROVIDED ALWATS, That this Act, or any Thing herein contain- 
ed; ſhall not be conſtrued to give the ſaid Provincial Court any Power or Ju- 
riſdiction, contrary to the true Intent, and Meaning of An Act, intituled, Au 
Act, for taking ſpecial Bail in the ſeveral Counties of this Province, upon Acti- 
ons or Suits depending in His Majeſty's Provincial Court, and in the ſeveral 
County Courts of this Province; againſt which Sheriff or Sherifs, Actions or 
Proſecutions for the Eſcape of ſuch Priſoners, may be brought or commenced, 
as in any other Caſe of Commitment and Eſcape, according to Law, 


AND BEITFURTHER ENACTED, That beſides the Sum of 
Five Hundred Pounds Current Money, already appointed, to be expended for 
building a Priſon for Aune- Arundel County, in and by the Act, intituled, An 
AF, for Emitting and Making Current, Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current Money 
of Maryland, in Bills of Credit; a further Sum not exceeding One Thouſand 
Pounds Current Money, ſhall be laid out to purchaſe convenient Ground, as 
aforeſaid, and to build a Goal thereon; which Sum of One Thouſand Pounds, 
or ſo much thereof as ſhall be neceſſary for the Purpoſes aforeſaid, ſhall be 
paid by the Commiſſioners or Truſtees, for Emitting the Bills of Credit, and 
their Succeſſors; and as well the {aid Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, as the 
ſaid further Sum of One Thouſand Pounds, ſhall be paid to the Orders of the 
Commiſſioners, aforeſaid, or the Majority of them.

HERE AS, by an Act of Aſſembly, intituled, 4# Act, for Emitting 
* and Making Current, Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current Money of Mary- 
land, in Bills of Credit, amongſt other Things, It was Enatted, That Five 
Hundred Pounds ſhall be laid out in each reſpective County, within this Pro- 
vince, for Building Goals, near and convenient to the ſeveral Court-houſes: 
And whereas, it is made appear to this General Aſſembly, that Princeſs- Anne 
Town, in Somerſet County, will be a much more convenient Place, for a Goal 
in the ſaid County, than at the preſent Court-houſe of the ſaid County: 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED, by the Right Honourable the 
Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Loraſbip's Gover- 
nor, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the 
ſame, That the Goal to be erected or built in Somerſet County, ſhall be erec- 
ted or built at Princeſs- Anne Town, in the ſaid County, as the Members of 
the Lower Houſe of Aſſembly for that County, for the Time being, or the 
major Part of them, ſhall direct; any thing in the before mentioned AQ, to 
the contrary, in any-wiſe, notwithſtanding, 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, by the Authority, Advice, 
and Conſent, aforeſaid, That the Commiſſioners or Truſtees, for Emitting the 
Bills of Credit aforeſaid, ſhall, on Demand, pay unto the ſaid Members of the 
Lower Houſe of Aſſembly, for Somerſet County, or the major Part of them, 
or their, or the major Part of their Order, the aforeſaid Sum of Five Hun- 
dred Pounds, in Bills of Credit, for the Purpoſe aforeſaid ; which the ſaid 
Members, or the major Part of them, are hereby impowered to lay out, in 
erecting or building the ſaid Goal; 
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An ACT, Enabling the Commiſſioners or Truflees for Emittina 
the Bills of Credit, eſtabliſhed by Act of Aſſembly, to pay to 
the Repreſentatives of ſeveral Counties, the Sum of Five Hun- 
dred Pounds each. 


W HERE AS, by the Ad, intituled, An Act, for Emitting and Ma- 


king Curreut, Ninety Thouſand Pounds Current Money of Maryland, ix 
Bills of Credit, amongſt other Things, It was Enatted, That Five Hundred Pounds 
in each reſpective County within this Province, ſhould be laid out, in build- 
ing convenient Goals in the reſpective Counties, near and convenient to the 
ſeveral Court-houſes, under the Direction and Appointment of the ſeveral Re- 
preſentatives of the ſeveral Counties, for the Time being: And foraſmuch, 
as no Proviſion is made by the ſaid Act, Enabling the Commiſſioners or Truſ- 
tees of the Paper Currency Office, to pay out the ſaid Sums: | 


BEIT ENACTED), by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, 
by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Lordſbip”s Governor, and the Upper 
and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and 2 Authority of the ſame, That the ſaid 
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Commiſſioners or Truſtees, for the Time being, at the Requeſt, and by the 
Order of the Repreſentatives of St. Mary's, Charles, Prince George's, Balti- 
more, Calvert, Dorcheſter, Talbot, Queen Anne's, Kent, and Cecil Counties, ſhall 
pay to ſuch Repreſentatives, for the Time being; or the major Part of the Re- 
preſentatives of cach County, or their Order, the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds,

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An A C T, ſcertaining the Cauge and Tare of Tobacco Hogheads ; 


and to prevent Cutting, Cropping, and Defacing Tobacco, taken on 
board Ships or Veſjels, upon Freight. 


4X7 HEREAS, as well for the Supporting and Maintaining the Public 
y \ Faith and Credit, by the juſt and equal Paiments of all Duties laid 


upon Tobacco, exported out of this Province; as alſo for the Encouragement 
of Trade, by the fair and honeſt Performance of all Contracts, concerning the 
Freight of Tobacco, which is uſually exported in Hogſheads, it is abſolutely 
neceſſary, That the Gauge of Tobacco Hogſheads ſhould be aſcertained : 


BEIT ENACTED, by the Right Honourable the Lord Proprietary, by 
and with the Advice and Conſent . his Lordſhip's Governor, and the Upper and 
Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, That from and after 
the Firſt Day of October next enſuing, no Hogſhead or Hogſheads wherein any 
Tobacco ſhall be packed, ſhall exceed Forty Eight Inches in the Stave, and 
Thirty Two Inches in the Diameter of the Head, within the Croze, or Thir- 
ty Seven Inches in the Diameter of the Bulge. And for deterring all Perſons 
whatſocyer, from the committing any Fraud in the Gauge of their Tobacco 
Hogſheads, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, 


BEIT FURTHER ENACTED, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it 
ſhall and may be lawful, for any Perſon or Perſons, ſuſpecting or knowing of 
any Hogſhead or Hogſheads, that ſhall exceed the Gauge aforeſaid, to call to 
his Aſſiſtance, any Juſtice, Sheriff, Coroner, or Conſtable, living or reſiding 
within the County where ſuch Tobacco Hogſheads ſhall be ſuſpected or known, 
and to enter into any Houſe, Warehouſe, Ship, Boat, or other Veſſel, and 
there, in the Preſence of ſuch Juſtice, or other Officer aforeſaid, who are here- 
by required to be aiding and aſſiſting to ſuch Informer therein, to ſeize and 
mark with the Broad Arrow, every ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco, 
as ſuch Informer ſhall requeſt ſuch Juſtice, or other Officer, to view, on Suſpi- 
cion of excceding the Gauge aforeſaid: And alſo; That ſuch Juſtice, or o- 
ther Officer, ſhall, on Requeſt of ſuch Informer, (and is hereby required to) 
proceed in ſuch Manner as he ſhall think moſt proper, to examine the Gauge 
thereof, ſo as no Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco ftowed away on board 
any Ship or other Sea Veſſel, ſhall, on ſuch Information, be unſtowed; unleſs 
ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſheads appear in View: And if upon ſuch Examination, 
any Hogſhead or Hogſheads ſhall, by any ſuch Juſtice or other Officer aforeſaid, 
be found to exceed the Gauge aforeſaid, it ſhall and may be lawful for ſuch 
Juſtice or other Officer, immediately to condemn the ſame, to the Uſe of ſuch 
Informer, who ſhall thereupon be immediately inveſted with the Propert 
thereof; and the Judgment of ſuch Juſtice or other Officer therein, ſhall be 


finalſ: And if the Tobacco fo ſeized and condemned, as aforeſaid, ſhould happen 


to be packed and paid away by any other Perſon than the Party in whoſe 
. Poſſeſſion

Poſſeſſion the ſame ſhall be ſo ſeized and condemned, as aforeſaid, then, and in 
all ſuch Caſes, the Perſon or Perſons by whoſe Order the ſame was packed and 
Paid away, as aforeſaid, ſhall ſatisfy and pay the Party to whom ſuch Tobac- 
co ſhall belong, at the Time of ſuch Seizure and Condemnation, as aforeſaid, 
the like Quantity of Tobacco, ſo ſeized and condemned, as aforeſaid; to be 
recovered before One Juſtice of the Peace, in the County where ſuch Per- 
ſon or Perſons actually reſide, who ſhall pack and pay away ſuch Tobacco fo 
lejized and condemned, as aforeſaid, together with the Plaintif's real Coſt ex- 
pended therein: But in Caſe ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſheads ſo ſeiſed, as afore- 
ſaid, be found not to exceed the Gauge aforeſaid, then ſuch Mark of Sei- 
ſure ſhall be ſtruck out by ſuch Officer aforeſaid, and the Seiſure be thereby 
releaſed, But in Caſe any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, ſhall have Sight of 
any Hogſhead or Hogſheads of Tobacco that he or they ſhall ſuſpect to ex- 
ceed the Gauge, it ſhall and may, in ſuch Caſe, be lawful for ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons immediately to ſeiſe and mark the ſame, as aforeſaid, although no 
Juſtice, or other Officer, as aforeſaid, be preſent ; of which Seiſure, ſuch In- 
former ſhall forthwith give Information to ſome Juſtice, or other Officer, as 
aforeſaid, living and reſiding in the County where ſuch Hogſhead or Hogſ- 
heads ſhall be ſo marked or ſeiſed, who ſhall be, by this Act, obliged imme- 
diately to go with ſuch Informer, to view and examine the Gauge of ſuch Hogſ- 
head or Hogſheads of Tobacco, after the ſame Manner, and to the Uſes afore- 
ſaid ; or to releaſe the Seiſure thereof, as herein before directed: And every 
ſuch Informer ſhall pay the Juſtice, or other Officer, as aforeſaid, making 
ſuch View or Condemnation aforeſaid, the Sum of Ten Shillings Current Mo- 
ney, for every ſuch Hogſhead that ſuch Juſtice or other Officer ſhall be re- 
queſted to view or examine, by ſuch Informer, whether the Hogſhead or 
Hogſheads ſo viewed, be condemned, or not; to be recovered, according to 
an Act of Aſſembly of this Province, intituled, An Act, for the ſpeedy Recove- 
ry of ſmall Debts, out of Court, before a ſingle Juſtice of the Peace, and to be 
taken out of the whole Value of any Hogſhead of Tobacco which ſhall be 
condemned, as aforeſaid; and where there ſhall not be any Condemnation, to 
be paid by the Informer, and recovered, as aforeſaid, 


ANDBEIT FURTHER ENACTED, That in Caſe any of

fy Harbour : 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED, by the Right Honbutable the 
Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of his Loraſbip's Gover- 
nor, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority of the ſame, 
That Colonel ohn Ward, Mr. foſbua George, Mr. John Baldwin, Mr. Pe- 
regrin 115by, and Mr. Alphonſo Coſden, or any Three of them, ſhall be and 
are hercby appointed Commiſſioners for Cecil County aforeſaid ; and are here- 
by authoriſed and impowered, as well to agree for the buying and purchaſing 
Thirty Acies of Land, out of the TraQts aforeſaid, and fuch Part, not exceed-
